COE’S TRAGEDY 


@ A BUS tragedy injured two 
members of David Allan Coe’s 
Tennessee Hat Band as well as his 
bodyguard recently. The group 
was on its way from Tulsa to an 
engagement in Salt Lake City 
when the wreck occurred. Injured 
were Michael ‘Rodeo’ Barton, 
Coe’s rhythm guitarist (who was at 
the wheel of the crew bus when its 
brakes failed), drummer Harry C 
Wilkerson, and Coe’s bodyguard 
David C Strickland. 


A report in ‘Billboard’ magazine 
states Barton's injuries were the 


most serious. Every bone in his 
legs and his ribs were crushed, 
and he required seven hours of 
surgery following the tragedy. 
Wilkerson broke his wrist when he 
was thrown from the bus upon 
impact. Strickland was also 
thrown out of the bus through the 
windshield before being run over. 
Doctors removed a ruptured 
spleen and set his leg. 


Apparently Coe and his 

entourage — which includes 
three buses and two tractor-trailer 
trucks — were driving through the 
Wyoming mountains to their next 
date when the brakes on the road 
crew bus failed. The vehicle failed 
to navigate an interstate off-ramp 
and ploughed into the rear ofa 
semi-truck. Ironically, the brakes 
had failed once before and had 
recently been repaired. 


NEW RONNIE 


PROPHET ALBUM 


@ BRITAIN is a second home for 
Ronnie Prophet. His fans here will 
be delighted to learn that he has 
just released a new album, ‘I’m 
Gonna Love Him Out Of You’ 
(Audiograph AG 7793) which Frank 
Delaney, editor of ‘Country Music 
News’ in Ottawa, Canada, 
describes as ‘Prophet's best 
album to date. There are a lot of 
positive things happening on this 
album, but nothing better than the 
title tune which has all the right 
ingredients to make it a hit.’ 


Other tracks which come in for 
mention are ‘Without You’ (a 
powertul ballad); ‘We Found 
Paradise’ (a touch of Southern 
gospel); ‘l Came To Love You’ and 
‘Southern Women’. Two Wembley 
favourites are on the 

album: ‘Smooth Operator’ and ‘A 
Phone Call From Allison’. Ronnie 
has also dipped into his song Tony 
Prophet's repertoire for ‘Fort 
Worth Feather Bed’. 


Meanwhile Canadian Glory-Anne 
Carriere and Ronnie Prophet plan 
to record a duet album soon in 
Nashville, which should be 
available prior to their welcome 
appearance at the Peterborough 
Country Festival on 27 August '84. 


Coe is reported to have said after 
the accident that he had woken 
Barton up and suggested that they 
take over the driving, since they 
were more familiar with the buses 
and the terrain was difficult. 
Barton insisted on taking the crew 
bus so that Coe could have the 
newer bus. He said, “You drive 
your bus, boss, and I'll drive the 
crew bus. ‘That's the bus that 
used to be mine, and he used to 
drive itall the time, said a shaken 
Coe. who had to pull his friend 
from the wreckage. ‘He was fresh. 


He'd only been driving forty-five 
minutes when this happened.’ 


Our sources say Barton realised he 
had no brakes as he attempted to 
exit the interstate. The bus 
crashed into the tractor-trailer 
while Barton tried desperately to 
downshift through the gears. 
Barton's new wife of two weeks 
flew immediately to Laramie. 
Wyo.. to be with her injured 
husband at bedside. Coe had 
Served as best man at their 
wedding.

(a) Its central location in the 
country; 


(b) A beautiful site; 


(c) A now very enthusiastic city 
council backing them; and 


(d) Good commercial sponsor- 
Ship. 


These are undoubtedly the jewels 
firmly set in their promotional 
crown. The only possible thorn that 
might prickle is one still 
occasionally hears about 
unrealistic fees paid to the British 
acts who appear within their giant 
canvas arena. | hope the 
organisers are able to squash such 
comment fully this year for 
everyones ongoing benefit!

@ A quick glance through the 
advertised line-up will show you 
that this year will see six well 
known American acts topping 
excellent British bills, which 
should encourage good early 
ticket reservations.

Following their two earlier albums 
‘Amarillo Highway’ and ‘Hub City 
Moan’, this is another fine mix of 
old classics and new songs. The 
first two albums were released in 
the UK on the now sadly defunct 
Country Roads label, but I’m afraid 
this one is not so readily available. 


What a fine bunch of boys the band 
are — superb steel from Lloyd 
Maines, vocals from Kenny Maines, 
Donnie Maines on drums, Steve 
Maines on guitar, the Brownlow 
Brothers on bass and piano, 
Richard Bowden on mandolin and 
fiddle, Jack Bowden on banjo, 
accordian by Ponti Bone, plus 
various other pickers and singers. 


There are two tracks I don’t care 
for: ‘Easy To Love’ and ‘Break The 
Fall’. Both have string 
arrangements and seem too close 
to MOR for me. The first three 
songs on side one are nothing short 
of magic especially ‘Reno and Me’, 
a brilliant road song by Kevin 
Walsh and John Hadley. Kevin also 
wrote ‘Crazy Wind’, ‘Let The Hard 
Times Roll’ and the title song. Terry 
Allens’ ‘Texas Tears’ and ‘Flatland 
Farmer’ are excellent songs and the 
instrumental ‘B J’s Bounce’ is a 
treat for swing fans. Two old songs 
get a new lease of life, ‘When My 
Blue Moon’ and especially Carl 
Perkins’ ‘Honey Don’t’ which is a 
kind of Bob Wills meets Bill Haley 
job — really powerful stuff. 


This is a difficult album to get but 
spare no effort and you won't regret 
it.

Dolly Parton often falls between 
two stools. When she veers 
towards pop she encounters 
problems from her country fans, 
‘but when I put out the kind of 
songs that the fans say they want, 
they don’t buy’. There is little doubt 
that the country fans are going to 
be upset by this album, but it’s still 
a dynamic LP from a versatile 
singer and I enjoyed every track. 


Dolly does go country-on Johnny 
Cash’s ‘I Walk The Line’, Bob 
Lind’s ‘Elusive Butterfly’ and Troy 
Seals’ ‘We Had It All’, although 
the Nashville roots are so heavily 
disguised in the modern 


arrangements as to be hardly 
recognised. Strangely the 
numbers to get the most 
sympathetic treatment are the 
folk/rock evergreens ‘Turn, Turn, 
Turn’ (a hit for both the Byrds and 
the original Seekers) and the Trini 
Lopez smash ‘We'll Sing In The 
Sunshine’.

The legacy of Gram Parsons’ work 
has only really begun to be 
appreciated in the ten years since 
his death, and the focus has always 
really been on his early seventies 
Warner Brothers material. Perhaps 
the first exception to this rule was 
the 1983 release on the Sundown 
label of Gram Parsons and the 
Fallen Angels live in concert. 
However, the musical output of 
Gram Parsons goes back much 
further than this and the Sundown 
label tell us it is very pleased to be 
able to present archive material 
from his very early days as a 
musician. 


This album features the artiste with 
his original band The Shilos and the 
first impression is of the clean cut 
folk influence of the period. But the 
recognisable GP vocal touch is 
already there and helps make this 
album an interesting document and 
tribute to one of the originators of 
country rock.

There is something to 
suit every country taste, and my 
preference alighted on Dolly 
Parton’s ‘Mule Skinner Blues’ 
where she embarks on some high- 
ranging yodels, her duet with 
Porter Wagoner on ‘Just Someone 
I Used To Know’, and Bobby 
Bare’s classic ‘500 Miles’.

This 
easy-listening package has an attractive sophistication 
about it: the music is sleek, never slushy, and even the 
most romantic numbers retain a sparkling edge and un- 
derlying conviction. Gilley and McClain are easily the 
most promising new country duo on the horizon. 


GARY MORRIS—Faded Blue, Warner Bros. 25069-1. 
Producers: Jim Ed Norman, Gary Morris. There’s nothing 
faded about this sterling production showcasing a vocal- 
ist whose talent is awesome. The songs are superior, 
ranging from emotional ballads to Eagles country-rock, 
and there’s a nice textured edge that makes the harmo- 
nies shine. 


ATLANTA—Pictures, MCA 5463. Producers: Milan 
Bogdan, Larry McBride. The lovely title cut accurately 
describes this debut album, a collection of strong and 
colorful songs that takes hue from the various singers in 
the nine-piece group. Harmonies arerich, the arrangements 
are pure, subtly shaded and appealing, and with three hit 
singles already to their credit, Atlanta has a first album 
that glows. 


BARBARA MANDRELL—Clean Cut, MCA 5474. Pro- 
ducer: Tom Collins. Mandrell mixes adult contemporary 
with country pop with requisite dashes of sizzle and 
spunk. If her arrangements are often heavily orchestrat- 
ed, she manages to infuse enough heat to carry them off; 
if there are no surprises, it’s nonetheless a smooth, sleek 
package. 


REBA McENTIRE—Just A Little Love, MCA 5475. Pro- 
ducer: Norro Wilson. Under Wilson's tutelage, McEntire 
unfortunately seems to have opted for the glib lyric and 
the big production over her former stark and soulful tra- 
ditional sound. 


JERRY LEE LEWIS—! Am What | Am, MCA 5478. Pro- 
ducer: Ron Chancey. If you can wade through all the 
chest-thumping and self-aggrandizing riffs Lewis so fa- 
vors here, you'll find a lot of very moving performances, 
including such classic weepers as “Careless Hands,” 
“Candy Kisses” and “Send Me The Pillow That You 
Dream On.” 


JOHNNY RODRIGUEZ—Foolin’ With Fire, Epic FE 
39172. Producer: Richie Albright. Another romantic pack- 


_ age from the seasoned stylist. With a hard-edged voice 


powered by soft impulses, Rodriguez once more demon- 
strates that his voice is a love song’s best friend. 


MOE BANDY—Motel Matches, Columbia FC 39275. 
Producer: Blake Mevis. While much of the material here 
is dismally stereotyped, Bandy has a gift for tracking 
down the smallest gems of phrasing and truth, and mak- 
ing them shine like spotlights. 


PETER ROWAN WITH THE RED HOT PICKERS—Sugar 
Hill 3733. Producers: Peter Rowan, Richard Greene, Hiro- 
shi Asada. A reissue of mostly traditional bluegrass ma- 
terial, performed with confident, jazzy coolness. 


SYLVIA—Surprise, RCA AHL1-4960. Producer: Tom 
Collins. In spite of the title, this is the customary (and re- 
liably romantic) Sylvia, with a collection of lush ballads 
set to lush orchestration. 


VINCE GILL—Turn Me Loose, RCA MHL1-8517. Pro- 
ducer: Emory L. Gordy Jr. Ex-Pure Prairie Leaguer Gill 
constructs here an utterly delightful gallery of sounds— 
ranging from authentically doleful country to nervously 
energetic rock.

@ They were followed on stage by 
another duo with a complete 
contrastin style. Bob Newman and 
Carole Gordon proved why they 
are rated by some among the 
better duos on the local scene 
today, with Carole switching from 
guitar to keyboards and Bob from 
guitar to fiddle, while all the time 
maintaining their really excellent 
vocals. 


@ The first half of the show was 
closed in fine style by Frank 
Jennings and Syndicate who also 
proved what a highly professional 
and entertaining oufit they are. 
With four great musicians and 
Frank's front vocal it’s easy to see 
why this band remain so popular. 


@ The second half of the event 
was opened by Tony Best in his 
own popular style. | must admit 
that this man does absolutely 
nothing for me, but there | was ina 
minority, and he seems to sell out 
wherever he appears.

@ Overthe years, as the band has 
evolved we have seen the country 
content gradually diminish as first

@ Of course many of the Shel 
Silverstein songs are still 
featured; but even ‘Queen Of The 
Silver Dollar’ has put a bit of 
weight on and gone ‘heavy’ and 
songs like ‘Wonderful Soup Stone’ 
have disappeared completely. 
Whatever they leave out probably 
Causes complaints, but what they 
have replaced it with takes them 
further away from country than 
they've ever been, i.e.

@ NO stranger to the UK . . . Roy 
Frank Drusky was born in Atlanta, 
Georgia. He had little interest in music 
whilst attending Tech High School: he 
preferred sports. It was whilst serving 
in the Navy on the USS Toledo that he 
became interested in country music. 


‘We had a little country band on the 
ship. They played the typical older 
type things of the day. | remember 
they had a boy who played lead ona 
flat-top and he was very good. It was 
then | bought a guitar and started 
learning to play.’ 


@ Whenhe left the Navy, Roy decided 
to pursue a conventional career. 
Returning to Atlanta in 1950 he 
enrolled at Emory University to study 
veterinary medicine but during the 
evenings Roy and some buddies got 
together to play music at local hops. 


@ 1951 was the year Drusky formed 
his first professional band, the 
Southern Ranch Boys. 


@ The Southern Ranch Boys secured a 
daily fifteen minute spot on station 
WEAS in Decatur but it wasn’t long 
before Roy Drusky became a featured 
DJ with that station. This led to a solo 
singing job at the Circle H Ranch in 
Atlanta, where for three years he drew 
record crowds. 


@ Roy signed his first recording 
contract with Starday and gained a hit 
with ‘Such A Fool’. During his long 
career he has been with Columbia, 
Decca, Mercury, Capital, and 
Plantation Records and has scored 
many hits. 


@ Over those years Roy’s material 
was available mainly via import shops. 
However, in 1980 the Scottish 
promoter Drew Taylor brought him 
over to appear at his Scottish Festival 
of Country Music. He proved to be such 
an immense hit that Taylor signed him 
to a recording and management 


contract for outside the USA, and in 
January 1981 Roy’s first album was 
released on Taylor's own label Big ‘R’ 
Records. Entitled ‘Roy’ it had been 
recorded some time ago, but since has 
sold extremely well throughout 
Europe, and Big ‘R’ Records also re- 
released ‘Nightflying’. With another 


album in the can recorded last year 
with British producer lan Grant. 


@ Amember ofthe Grand Ole Opry for 
almost two decades Roy is primarily a 
country performer but does a variety of 
music that cuts across the tastes of 
young and old. Roy Drusky tours Britain 
15-31 May. (Full details elsewhere.)

@ Make nomistakes about it, new 
technology has moved faster in the 
communications field than in any 
other and in this country we have 
only begun to see the tip of the 
iceburg. As far as we are concerned 
it will take on several different 
forms; TV — with satellite and 
cable channels soon to be opening 
up; radio; recording; and the 
printed word. 


PUTTING YOU IN THE 
PICTURE ABOUT TV 


@ The power of TV cannot be over 
stated. Don’t forget that General 
Elections are now won onthat little 
screen that sits in the corner of 
your room. Then there’s the 
upsurge of obscure sports like 
snooker, darts and ice skating all 
lifted in national prominence 
because of the suitability to 
coverage by television. 


@ Over the next five years we can 
expect to see our choice of what we 
want to watch double in most 
areas so I suppose it’s logical to 
assume that the amount of country 
music shown on TV will increase 
also. Whether it will be for the good 
of the British country music scene 
in general is another matter. For 


@ | CAN imagine the looks of horror as country 
music fans read a headline like that in a country 
music paper, but before you rush on to something 
more conventional stop and think, for the whole 
future of country music as we know it is tied up in 


how the new technology is used. 


every new or extra form of 
entertainment competes for its 
fans and this means TV will still 
compete further with existing local 
clubs and with major live shows. 


@ Over the years we have seena 
gradual decline in the number of 
those major tours. It’s doubtful if 
the number of major names touring 
the UK this year will even get into 
double figures. So, for the average 
fan the TV screen becomes a bonus 
as it may be as near as they’re likely 
to get to their favourite country 
entertainer, but of course it’s 
cheaper. 


CHANNEL FOUR 


@ Channel 4 has already shown 
the benefit of ‘extra’ channels, for 
although they still have not got 
fantastic viewing figures, from a 
country point of view it has allowed 
us to see Willie Nelson and others 
and there’s Waylon Jennings plus 
the CMA Anniversary and the 
Awards shows scheduled. It is 
doubtful if any of these would have 
been considered popular enough 
for the other channels. Sowhen you 
consider the quality of the artistes 
what hope have lesser known acts 
got? 


OTHER CHANNELS 


® BBC 1’s opinion of country 
appeal can be figured out by the 
transmission of Barbara Mandrell’s 
programme immediately in front of 
the epilogue (perhaps they thought 
it was gospel!) 


@ BBC 2at least provides 
coverage of Wembley, usually cut 
into little segments for easy 
digestion to be shown months later, 
but Pete Sayer’s Electric Music 
Show, or whatever it was called, 
came across to me as if it was run 
on worn-out flat batteries! 


@ The one good thing about ITV is 
that since ‘Honky Tonk Heroes’, at 
least it has not done anymore harm 
to country music apart from 
‘3-2’1's trip to Nashville, when the 
bales of straw and bib jeans were all 
dusted down and got out again — 
even poor ol’ George Hamilton IV 
had his suit taken away and was 
given a pair. Tammy Cline was 
dressed up like a western Sindy 
Doll including the ‘traditional’ 
flower stuck in her hair, while 
everyone was ya-hooing and shit- 
stomping to the best of their ability 
shouting: “Ya'll come! This is 
country music cousins!’

@ So any new channels on 
approach must be an improvement 
and bring benefits. (It will, won't it?) 


The Good News: e tv 
stations eat up material like crazy. 
Trouble is all too often it’s never 
mind the quality, look at the Jicta 
ratings. Still with more channels 
and a limited amount of output they 
will inevitably put more country 
music on. 


The Bad News: e After the 
initial use of existing material who 
will make the new shows. It will be 
too expensive to make specials for a 
minority audience and by then will 
there by any major tours over here 
to record, or will all the fans be 
staying at home watching all these 
extra TV channels? 


@ The BBC has been under attack 
recently for dropping down the TV 
ratings. It cannot win. It puts on 
Thorn Birds and gets its largest 
audience for a year, it’s slated by 
the critics; however, no-one wants 
to watch its ‘quality’ programmes. 


@ Attacks have even appeared in 
the national daily press claiming 
that the BBC is living beyond its 
means and one of the savings 
suggested is closing all the local 
BBC radio stations. How many 


hours per week of country music 
would that reduce us to? 


@ Perhaps part of their plan is to 
stop the BBC getting an increase 
in TV licence. Like you, when the 
time comes to pay my £46 for a 
coloured licence it hurts. £46 still 
buys lot of booze and as a born- 
again drunkard that’s the way | 
price things! But for the average 
family of four it works out less than 
£1 per month each, for two 
channels of TV plus national radio 
and local BBC radio. If anyone can 
name me a better bargain I'd like 
to know it. 


With these new channels — 
satellite and cable — we need our 
national broadcasting corporation 
to be involved, but not at the cost of 
local radio. It has to be paid for, and 
if we’re not prepared to pay an 
increase in our TV licence, far from 
having more choice we will end up 
being able to watch the same cheap 
and nasty rubbish on lots of 
channels. And the chances are it 
will be non-country cheap and 
nasty rubbish. 


@ People thought it was great 
when they could record all the 
records on their cassettes for 
nothing, but after only a few years 
our amount of choice has gone 
down. And if the Japanese idea of 
having shops where you can ‘hire’ 
an album, buy a blank tape and 
record it without leaving the shop 
catches on here they'll be even less 
records released. 


@ The price of freedom has always 
been high. Part of freedom is 
involved in our TV viewing and our 
amount of choice regarding music. 
The cost of that is reasoanable, TV 
licence fees and buying cheap could 
cost us all dear in the long run. 


@ Don’t say you haven't been 
warned!

SEARCH FOR 
A SONG 


@ THE Foyle Festival 1984 which 
runs from 26 May to 9 June is 
organised by Londonderry City 
Council. As part of this year's 
Festival in conjunction with BBC 
Radio Foyle, the local station, they 
have this year launched a new 
popular song contest open to 
amateur and professional 
composers and there’s a cash 
prize of £500 for the best entry. 


There will be six selections which 
will go through to a final held in the 
Guildhall, Londonderry, ata 
special gala evening where as 
well as the final of the song contest 
there's cabaret by international 
singing star, Sonny Knowles. 


The city has produced its own top 
Class composers and singers over 
the years. Best known would be 
Phil Coulter who had major 
success with his Eurovision 
Contest songs ‘Puppet On A String’ 
and ‘Congratulations’. Phil also 
wrote a string of hit singles for 
teen group ‘The Bay City Rollers’. 
Another noted composer from the 
field of country music is Johnny 
McCauley who has the distinction 
of having composed an incredible 
thirty-three No. 1 hit singles in 
Ireland, the last of which was ‘Four 
Country Roads’ which was 
recorded by Big Tom. 

The six finalists will have an eight 
orchestra at their disposal for the 
final. 


The panel of judges for the final 
will be made up of top people from 
the recording industry and the 
entertainment world. If you wish to 
enter your songs remember 
entries close 30 April 1984. 


UK HOME TAPING 


@ DID you know some 41% of the 
adult population of the UK now 
admit to making some kind of 
music recording at home, 
according to a recent national 
survey. And more than half the 
country’s owners of tape recording 
hardware say that compensation 
should be paid to record 
companies and artistes who lose 
out financially because of home 
taping. 

The British Market Research 
Bureau (BMRB) survey reveals 
that nearly 30% of all adults make 
recordings from the radio, while 
one in four record from records. 


Using these figures as a 
calculation base, the British 
Phonographic Industry now 
estimates that lost retail sales in 
Britain last year amounted to 316 
million pounds and says it’s ‘quite 
possible’ the figure could have 
been nearly three times as much, 
though a ‘very likely’ assessment, 
would be in the region of 550 
million. 


The BPI estimates that, in 1983, 
some 67.3 million recordings were 
made with an equivalent retail 
value of 314 million pounds.

(Why don’t you number the 
pages of CMRU any more? — I find 
it infuriating as I’m always taking it 
apart and re-assembling it!) Well, 
I'll tell you, the column I refer to is 
directly under ‘Nelson’s Column’. 


I didn’t watch this TV programme 
although I would have like to, as 
I’ve seen earlier ones and enjoyed 
them. But — it was too late for this 
tired working girl — I was in bed 
before midnight that day. So I had 
to laugh at the comment by STV’s 
Head of Entertainment: ‘All Kind’s 
Of Country’ is intended to appeal to 
the widest possible audience of 
country music lovers.’ I’m sure 
when he said that, he had no idea 
that the strange breed called 
‘Programme Planners’ would 


relegate the series to the early 
hours, when the ‘widest possible 
audience’ of any kind, is not going 
to be available! 


I was very interested to read Mick 
Green’s ‘Controversy Country’ 
page. I agree with most of what he 
says. My three children, aged 20, 17 
and 14 have been subjected to 
country music for the last nine 
years, but their favourite music is, of 
course, pop music — and who can 
blame them?! I love it too and 
always have. But on reaching 
middle age — yes I did!! — (in 1975 
I was 36) — I got bored with the 
“Sounds of the '70’s, and gradually 
tuned to country music, acquiring 
the equipment to aid me in listening 
to it ad infinitum. Once | started in 
earnest, I became completely 
hooked on country music and, the 
more I hear it, the more I love it, and 
can’t do without it. 


There is such a variety nowadays 
and new talent is coming out on 
record, which I find exciting (eg.

Alabama, 
Lee Greenwood, Ronnie Milsap, 
etc.’, I got very interested indeed. 
It’s ashame Channel 4 only appeals 
to a minority audience — I watch it 
far more than ITV! But they have 
only ever answered one of my letters 
requesting country music — the 
rest were all ignored — despite my 
SAEs and I was polite, really I was. 


I enjoyed all the Barbara Mandrell 
TV Shows and feel they must help to 
promote country music, even 
though I know some ‘true’ country 
fans disagree! The great 
disadvantage was the late-night 
showing. 

I don’t know what the answer is, but 
I do hope country music can 
prosper in the UK as it really 
deserves to reach a wider audience. 
You are doing a grand job in your 
magazine to spread the word —

Although my wife, daughter and 
myself all enjoy dressing up it’s the 
music that really matters. You 
made a valid point about Radio 2’s 
‘Country Club’ format that nobody 
can defend. I had the dubious 
pleasure of talking to Wally 
Whyton at Wembley last Easter 
(83) and asked him why he didn’t 
give any air play to some of the 
Scots/Irish country artistes: his 
reply was that there were no acts 
that were good enough to be 
included in his programme. Now | 
know that I’m not a great judge to 


influence other people’s taste, but 
I’m confident that there is quite a 
large number of people who do in 
fact enjoy many home grown acts 
and will also buy albums featuring 
these. 


On the other side of the business I 
opened up a country club in 
Rothesay, and despite massive 
help from the acts booked (re. 
discounts in their booking fees to 
get the club on its feet), [had to call 
it a day after losing money on six 
consecutive shows. Most of the 
would-be-members expected 
American acts and would not 
come out for acts that they 
couldn’t hear on the BBC. I think 
that local independant radio is the 
media that might help to get us a 
larger share of the market, as they 
will play British acts if requested. 
(Which means we have to request 
them.) 

May I finish by saying welcome 
back and stay longer.

MORE LETTERS YOU NEED 
PAGE 17 COUNTRY 
: PAUSIE Bevad up 
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ON being met by friends who know we have just come 
back from Nashville two questions that come up time 
and time again are: exactly how much does it cost, and 
what is the best time to go if I don’t want to be 
disappointed? 


Being far from experts it is impossible to answer the 
first question with any accuracy because of the 
fluctuating pound against the dollar and as to the best 
time to go and disappointment that much depends on 
the people concerned. So what we have tried to do in 
this article is be as accurate as possible but please 
remember when we quote prices these are based on 
1983 and at an exchange rate of 1.50 dollars to the 
pound. 


In our opinion it is a good policy go during Fan Fair 
week in June or during the Grand Ole Opry Birthday 
Celebrations which take place from October 8-14 in 
1984. 


If you are over in the States any time during the 
summer months plenty of events are going on in 
Nashville, but we assume that in buying this 
publication country music is the prime objection of 
your holiday and these two weeks offer you the best 
opportunity to see the most country music stars. 


There are arguments for either form of travel and 

- equally strong reasons to reject either, but if you are 
thinking of going group travel then the BCMA or other 
organsiations must be approached to see exactly what 
their package includes. The BCMA, of course, have 
been running group trips for years and are experts in 
many aspects of this type of event and they usually cover 
the Fan Fair week. 


The advantages are obvious, you get all their expertise 
to make sure you see as much as possible and you have 
people on hand who can advise you of any special things 
you might be interested in. And generally it will be 
cheaper than making private arrangments and you will 
at least be assured of good hotel accommodation at a 
time of the year when hotel rooms are at a premium. 


If you go during the October birthday celebrations very 
few organised trips are available so this article might 
prove more useful. If you are a DJ ona local radio 
station this is definitely the week to go because you will 
be allowed one free ticket to all the events and will have 
special taping sessions arranged for you with most of 
the stars. 


Nashville can be very hot and sticky in the summer so 
rooms and cars/buses with air conditioning are a wise 
bet. During the October week the weather can vary 
quite a lot, but 1983 was nice enough to go swimming in 
outdoor pools every day. So you need clothes that are 
mainly for our summer with something a bit warmer for 
the evenings and to protect you from the rain in the few 
showers. 


The costs we feel fall into five categories with only two 
that you can make any substantial savings on. The five 
categories are: travel, accommodation, car hire, meals 
and drinks and entertainment. Taking them one at a 
time 1983 costs were: 


TRAVEL: The biggest bill you will have will be your 
plane flight. It is harder than it used to be to get cheap 
flights across the Atlantic and there are no direct flights 
to Nashville. So your choice is either to fly to Atlanta 
and catch a forwarding flight to Nashville or hire a car 
in Atlanta and drive there. The distance is about two 
hundred and fifty miles and the route easy. 


If there are four of you sharing a car it may prove 
cheaper to decide to drive, but generally the on cost for 
the flight costs very little extra so it is worth it for the 
forty-minute flight. Return fare if you shop around and 
book at least three weeks in advance is £370 each, you 
will be quoted a lot higher and you may have to spend 
some time on the phone checking with the ‘bucket’ 
shops which is the cheaper. One of the problems is that 
not all airlines fly to Nashville and it is much easier and 
usually cheaper to book one airline, like Delta, to fly 
you all the way from England to Nashville as this saves 
you a lot of time checking in and lugging suitcases 
around. 


At the same time you book your ticket you should also 
book your medical insurance which will cost you 
around £20 for two weeks, but it covers you for 
unlimited medical expenses, cancellation, baggage 
and other benefits. Again you are advised to shop 
around and study carefully exactly how much cover 
you're getting for your money.

Here is one place where you can make considerable 
savings as the motel rooms vary from as low as $14 per 
night (£10) for two up to £80-plus at the luxurious 
Opryland Hotel. The cheaper places are really for lorry 
drivers and the like, but we found that if you shop 
around and tell them that you intend to make a long 


stay you can get a good room, alittle out of town, quite 
cheaply. A room for two in nice motels like Shoneys 
and the Sheraton in the centre of town will cost you 
around £30/night for two. The Hall Of Fame Motel and 
Ramadas will be slightly more expensive. 


However, we shopped around and found a Hallmark, a 
nice motel with air conditioning, swimming pool, 
coloured TV that had everything we wanted and were 
able to negotiate it for £108 for two for eight days! 


A word of warning, however, motel rooms can be 
difficult to find during the most popular periods and it is 
probably best to book in advance. So we arrived a few 
days before the event to do this because we wanted to 
know what we were booking into. 


A car is a must. Nashville and the Opryland are about 
seven miles apart, and practically everything you will 
want to see will be miles apart. You can hire a car on 
your own driving licence but it is very difficult to pay 
unless you have a credit card: Visa, Access or 
American Express. They will not take cash, even in 
advance. 


The size of car you hire depends on you and the number 
of your party and your own inclination, but I would 
advise one with air conditioning. Driving is easy, but 
remember the 55mph speed limit. Nearly all their cars 
are automatics which suits us as those with gear shifts 
have them on the wrong side! 


If there are only two of you an ‘A’ group car will probably 
be fine as they are small making them easier to 
maneouvre and park. The cost will vary and it is 
favourite to book in advance through Godfrey Davis, 
Hertz or one of the other big companies in Britain. They 
should be able to get you a special ‘passport’ rate. You 
are advised to get the insurance waiver which means 
that no matter what damage you might do to the car you 
will not have to pay any extra. Cost for an ‘A’ group car 
with this insurance is around £150/wk. 


If there are four of you go for an Economy as they have 
more boot room for your luggage and are not that much 
dearer. If you book in advance you will have the car 
waiting for you at the airport with a tankful of petrol. 
When you return it they expect the tank to be full, or they 
will charge you. 

Having now got there, hired your car and found your 
accommodation all you have to do is eat, drink and 
enjoy yourselves. 


Basically eating out in Nashville is very reasonable, if 
you go about it sensibly. When you book your motel all 
you get is your room, no meals are supplied, but if 
you're a fan of fast food you're in heaven. 


Restaurants like Shoneys, Western Sizzlin’ and other 
franchises offer huge choices for breakfast with as 
much as you can eat for as little as £3/head, including 
coffee or soft drink. 


Their breakfasts do not just consist of eggs, bacon, 
sausage, fried potatoes, grits, but also hot scones, 
pancakes with various sauces, plus a great choice of 
fresh fruits like strawberries, melon, plums, grapes, 
bananas, etc, etc. So basically you can eat a huge 
breakfast that will last you until your evening meal. 


The same type of restaurants offer hamburger, 
chicken, steak and shrimp meals the rest of the day 
with salad and fruit bar often included in the price. 


But these are not the only restaurants available. There 
is a huge variety of types and styles and if you wanted to 
you could pay the earth for a meal, but generally the 
prices charged at restaurants that serve alcohol are 
similar to that that would be charged in a similar type 
of restaurant in London. 


The halcyon days of when the dollar was 2.40 to the 
pound have gone and drinking out is expensive. Ina 
cheap bar downtown where you wouldn’t take your 
lady a small can of lager would cost you 65p, but in the 
better lounge bars and hotels this would rise to 
between £1 and £1.50. 


Spirits are not quite so extravagant, but cocktails soon 
push the price up. Beware of ‘tabbing’ your drinks as it 
is best to pay as you go so you know what you are 
spending otherwise a good evening listening to music 
in a lounge bar can turn out to be very expensive.

If you are a person who likes a drink take a bottle of 
duty free into America with you and drink it in your 

motel room. All the motels supply you with free ice. 
Also, if you like a beer pick up some six packs at the 
supermarket and drink them when relaxing in your 

room. 


ENTERTAINMENT 


That is what you’ve come for and 

strangely enough it is usually excellent value for, apart 
from the specialist entertainment venues, many of the 
lounges have bands or showcases going on until 2am 
in the morning, and you often see name stars giving 
impromptu concerts in some lounge or the other if you 
are lucky. 


BIRTHDAY CELEBRATIONS 


It is a must to register for the week, this will cost you 
around £37/person, but this is typical of what you get 
for your money: 


TUESDAY: Afternoon, Bluegrass concert with all the 
top names in bluegrass from Bill Monroe downwards! 
Evening, Grand Ole Opry Dinner. Night, Grand Ole 
Opry Spectacular with about forty members of the 
Opry putting on a special show for about three hours. 


WEDNESDAY: Morning, RCA Victor Show stars like 
Charlie Pride and Sylvia plus many more entertain. 
Followed by lunch. Afternoon, CBS Show stars Ray 
Charles and others. Followed by dinner. Evening, CMA 
Talent Buyers Showcase, fourteen acts that have been 
in the American Country Charts. A chance to see many 
acts never to have appeared in the UK. 


THURSDAY: Afternoon, MCA Show featuring the 
Oak Ridge Boys, Lee Greenwood and many more. 
Refreshments, then the evening show entitled Indigo 
Music which features another 20-plus acts many of 
which will be stars known to British country fans. 


FRIDAY: Basically a free day, but there are seminars 
and the CMA annual meeting. 


SATURDAY: Daytime, free visit to Opryland 
Entertainment Park, this normally costs £8. Evening, 
Grand Ol. Opry Show. 


SUNDAY: Gospel show with many famous stars. 


The tickets also get you free entrance to the Hall Of 
Fame and a reduction for the famous Opryland brunch. 
Should you not wish to register you can book for odd 
shows, but it is the expensive way to do it. 


OTHER ATTRACTIONS 


There are so many forms of entertainment in Nashville it 
is hard to list them all, but I will try to name some that 
should interest most people. 


OPRYLAND ENTERTAINMENT PARK 


Hosts more than a dozen stage productions of all forms 
of American music and it has twenty major rides as well. 
All rides and shows are included free for entrance fee, 
but beware, one or two of them are very wet so wear old 
* clothes and the Wabash Canonball can be quite 
frightening as it loops the loop at speeds of up to 50mph. 
It really takes all day to see all the attractions, but I 
particularly recommend Sing Tennessee — virtually a 
full stage musical.

HERMITAGE 
CHURCH 


HALL OF FAME: A must for all country fans. Not only 
packed with information and momentoes of the 
various stars, but it also includes Elvis’ gold Cadillac, 
the Bandit’s car from ‘Smokey and the Bandit’, films of 
old stars plus videos and much more. 


RCA’S ORIGINAL STUDIO B: See the studio where so 
many famous songs were recorded. The guides are 
excellent and you can sit at the piano where Willie wrote 
songs and play it if you like, plus any of the other 
instruments. Free if you visit the Hall Of Fame. 


RYMAN AUDITORIUM: Home of the Grand Ole Opry 
for so long. Have your photo taken on the stage where so 
many of the stars performed. Another must for country 
freaks and only 65p. 


RIVERBOAT CRUISES: From downtown Nashville 
about £4 for two hours plus on the Cumberland River. 
Not all that much to see really, but it’s relaxing and you 
get a commentary all the way out and a sing song all 
the way back. 


THE HERMITAGE AND TULIP GROVE: This is the 
home of General Jackson the man mentioned in the 
song the ‘Battle Of New Orleans’ who virtually threw 
the British out of America and went on to be the 
seventh President of America. Costs about £1.50. 


PRINTERS ALLEY: Centre of Night Club activity and 
includes the clubs run by Ronnie Prophet and Boots 
Randolph. 


All these plus the House of Cash, Twitty City, Jim 
Reeves Museum, Cheekwood Gardens, and new 
attractions opening every year like Celebration’83 and 
the Marty Robbins Memorial, means that there is 
plenty to do if you're there for two weeks. 


And if you wish to go a bit further Memphis is a day’s 
drive away, or you could visit Kentucky knowing you're 
going there just as all the leaves are changing colour 
and it really is beautiful, or, not so far away, a visit to 
Old Hickory Lake. 


THE MUSIC 


You will be surrounded by it. All types, all standards 
from guys in the street playing for money put in their 
hats to top stars. From dingy bars to luxurious lounge 
bars. From your car radio and your television set — 
and a bonus you will be able to see the CMA Awards 
Show live. Some will thrill you, some will disappoint 
you, but it will be difficult to ignore it. 


MONEY 


Obviously you must change up some in advance but 
American dollar travellers cheques can be changed 
practically anywhere just like cash. 


Credit cards are very handy as they save you carrying 
large sums of money. Visa and Access (Master Card) are 
in most large shops, all motels, and large restaurants, 
but not in the fast food outlets. 


The majority of petrol stations take them, and petrol is 
about half the price of Britain. 


CONCLUSION 


For a country music fan a visit to Nashville is a dream 
come true. It is expensive now that the pound is so low 
against the dollar, but carefully planned it can be a 

luxury well worth indulging in. So remember a lot of the 
fun is in planning the trip and that planning can make 
sure it is a dream holiday and not a nightmare. See you

NEW SINGLE 


@ BECKY HOBBS first single for 
EMI America/Liberty Records, 
“Oklahoma Heart,’ made its debut 
3 April on the Music Country 
Network hosted by Charlie 
Douglas. Hobbs performed the 
song for the first time on television 
when she was guest on ‘Nashville 
Now’. 
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@ THE announcement last month 
said: ‘Riders In The Sky is an 
acoustic trio specialising in 
cowboy music — not old, 
authentic cowboy songs, mind 
you, but the kind of western music 
once brought to us on the silver 
screen. Singing cowboy movie 
music, in other words.’ 


Since then we have had many 
readers enquiring for more details 
on this somewhat unique trio. 


@ It was just over half-a-decade 
ago that the first edition of Riders 
In The Sky was born. According to 
Doug Green, leader spokesman of 
the group, ‘the response was 
really something, especially fora 
kind of music that some people 
considered so esoteric. The 
response was surprising and it 
made me want to continue, made 
us all want to get serious about it. 


‘In a way, | shouldn't have been so 
surprised,’ Green said. ‘| mean, 
I've always loved the music, and | 
consider myself no different from 
the average guy. So why shouldn't 
others like it? It evokes my 
childhood to me, and it obviously 
does the same for a lot of other 
people. Western music has the 
advantage of not being a 
regionalised form, see, all of us, in 
all parts of the country grew up 
with those movies and that music.’ 


@ The other two members of the 
group also have interesting 
backgrounds. Fiddler Woody Paul, 
from Triune, Tennessee, has a 
Ph.D. in nuclear physics from MIT, 
but decided to get into music full 
time after playing his fiddle ina 
Boston park. Seems people b 
started throwing money in his 
instrument case and that was that. 
He later worked with country 
singer Wilma Lee Cooper and with 
rock musicians Loggins and 
Messina. 


@ Fred LaBour, from western 
Michigan, was a ‘class clown’, 
according to Green, ‘and is 
responsible for 75-80% of the 
humour we do’. LaBour came to 
Nashville in the early ‘70's to write 
songs and had his first effort 
recorded by Tammy Wynette. He 
later played with Dicky Lee and 
originally impressed Green 
because ‘he knew who 

Al Kaline was!’ 


@ Doug Greengivesa 
lotofcredit for inspiration to 
the late Bob Nolan, leader and 
main songwriter of the Sons of the 
Pioneers. ‘| know he influenced my 
writing a great deal, You know, most 
people don’t realise what a great 
writer Bob was, but he stretched 
the boundaries in songwriting — 
all of them, melodically, lyrically, 
you name it. The chords he used 
were so advanced for their era — 
plus, of course, he took the subject 
matter out further than just the 
honky-tonks or the cabins in the 
mountains.’ 


@ Not long before his death, 
Nolan wrote the liner notes for the 
first Riders In the Sky album and 
gave them his enthusiastic and 
heartfelt stamp of approval. 


@ Later, ona California tour, 
Nolan's widow came to see the 
Riders, an event Green 
remembers quite clearly. 

“We encored with two of Bob's 
songs — ‘Tumbling 
Tumbleweeds’ and ‘On the Rhythm 
Range’ — and when it was over, 
she was just speechless. Very, 
very moved. She didn't say a word, 
just gave me a big hug. It was the 
best moment of my musical 
career.’ 


@ Green is optimistic about the 
future and thinks the time is right

for a resurgence of this kind of 
music. 


‘Well, Gene Autry began his career 
in the Depression,’ he said. ‘And 
maybe that will apply to us as well. 
In periods of economic distress, 
maybe the cowboy image should 
surface again. He’s our purest and 
best symbol of freedom and self- 
reliance, and | don’t think that 
image is going to go away. Ever!’ 


@ Well, the British fan has a 
chance to find out this month as 
they make their first UK theatre 
venue tour.

Obviously asking a leopard to 
change its spots is virtually 
impossible, but fans must change 
their attitudes now, because it is 
almost too late to reverse the 
decline. Younger fans will only be 
attracted by the likes of David Allan 
Coe, Joe Sun, Eddie Rabbitt, even 
our own Roger Humphries, and the 
more rock-based performers. They 
wouldn’t get out of bed for Sidney 
Devine, Don Williams, or Charley 
Pride.

Dear Mick 


After reading your ‘Controversy 
Country’ report in April’s edition of 
‘CMRU’ I feel I must answer at least 
one of your questions (i.e. 

(2) Promoters must accept that all 
acts are entitled to a decent fee!) 

I would be one of the first to agree 
with you on this, but have you 
seriously thought about what you 
have written? Alternatively, let me 
ask you another question: have you 
ever promoted country music 
yourself? 


I mean to the point of organising a 
weekly, fortnightly, or even 
monthly club, where you have to 
put on acts that may be very well 
known in one part of the country, 
but people may not have seen them 
in another part? Well, if you 
haven't, let me tell you the 
problems of trying to promote 
country music, trying to tell people 
‘Iknow they’re a good band!’ In this 
day of so much unemployment, first 
and foremost you have to try and 
keep the door price reasonable so 
that they, the public, can afford to 
come out anyway. Secondly, I have 
found time and time again that if 


people haven’t been lucky enough 
to see a certain band that you, the 
promoter, has decided to take a 
chance on and put on at your club, 
they, the public, won’t turn up 
anyway, and when you ask them 
the next week where they were, they 
reply: ‘We’ve never seen them!’ I, 
myself can’t understand the true 
logic of that one, but it is problem 
number (1). 


I charge £1.20 at the door and if I 
bring in an out of town band, I put 
the door price to £1.50. You would 
be amazed at how many people 
take a look at the increase of 30p 
and get back in their cars! That’s 
problem number (2). 


Top class bands who have to travel 
a certain distance will not do it for = 
one off at a fee that is sensible to 
your club budget, unless you can get 
them at least one more booking in 
your area. If you get them a booking 
you end up losing some of your 
customers anyway because they 
have realised the other booking you 
have got them is not so far for them 
to travel! So, they choose which 
night they are going out. That is 
problem number (3). 


So you are forced with the 
questions: do I employ an out of 
town band who are a pro band 
expecting a high fee and put the 
door price up accordingly; or, do I 
put on a band the people haven’t 
seen anyway and probably won’t 
come and see because they haven’t 
seen them; or, do I put on a band I 
cancharge a sensible door price for, 
and at the same time will pull the 
people in? 


I know the cost of petrol and how 
much a band earn when they’ve - 
spent travelling expenses and I am 
grateful to them, and any 
professional bands who think they 
can afford to play my club at a 
sensible price — I will always take 
a chance and book them. So Mick, 
may | suggest you think hard before 
you put pen to paper, vecause 
there’s a lot of hard working club 
promoters like me who would love 
to see some sensible solution to it 
all, perhaps we should write to the 
Arabs.

Dear Editor 


Rarely have I read anything that I 
agree with more than Mick 
Green’s ‘Controversy Country’. It 
is surely time far more coverage 
was given to the sterility of the 
industry. 


Ever since I became engrossed in 
country music (which is well overa 
decade ago), I have winced at the 
comments about what is or is not 
country music, and I have never 
been able to understand this 
resistance to change within the 
country sphere. But there must be 
thousands of fans like me who 
believe Jimmy Rodgers, Hank & 
Autry etc were garbage (and 
certainly what I have heard of their 
material, I cannot change my mind 
of that.) Why is it so wrong for 
someone like me to like D.A.C. or 
Waylon, Hag, or Alabama, and 
Bare and simply detest the 
schmuck of yesteryear? Why 
should I have Hank and Lefty 
rammed down my throat and why 
should I have to be associated with 
those ludicrously attired Tom Mix 
lookalikes who probably have little 
or no knowledge of the music 
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anyway, but get it ridiculed to such 
an extent by the media that non- 
gun-totin’, gunfighting fans like me 
are almost too embarrassed to 
admit being associated with the 
music? How can you attact new 
fans to the music if you cannot 
overcome the embarrassment of 
these pre-senile dements? How 
can you recommend a country 
programme to anyone when you 
know that 50% of it will be ‘All Our 
yesterdays’ stuff? 


My local radio which had an 
excellent modern start recently, 
through a listeners phone in, saw 
dim Reeves being hailed as the 
favourite artiste in ‘Tay Territory’. 
How could anyone approach a 
programme controller and ask for 
more air-time for country music, to 
play music from artistes many of 
whom have been dead twenty years 
or more? If you were director of a 
major record company would you 
bother sending country albums to 
all the radio stations? If the jock 
likes it then it might get several 
plays, but if not one ! 

Another point I would make is — 
why is it that over 90% of all 
country radio programmes deal 
with requests. Can the DJ’s not 
select material for fear of the wrath 
of the listeners? 


I would also like to compare the 
British scene to that of Eire. They 
too are experiencing a national 
recession far worse than the UK, 
but their music scene has stayed 
reasonably healthy. Many country 
artistes there are considered to be 
major stars, Philomena, Susan 
McCann, Foster and Allen, Red 
Hurley, Roly Daniels, Big Tom etc 
etc and although many of our so 
called top entertainers tend to sneer 
at their Irish counterparts, they 
could learn a lot from the scene. The 
radio for a start plays vast 
quantities of their home grown 
material and tracks from imported 
or deleted albums are the exception 
rather than the rule. Bands have 
gone out and spent their own money 
producing a quality product 
realising the old adage, ‘one has to 
speculate to accumulate’, and 
although some bands have done 
that here — most want to make the 
records at some sponsors expense 


» 


and sell them at profit. Some Irish 
bands I know, however, have made 
several singles purely for 
promotional purposes in the hope 
that eventually one of them will 
make the grade. It is relatively 
inexpensive to do this and of course 
if they happen on a song which is 
attracting airplay, then sponsors 
are not too difficult to find.. 


Another facet of the Irish which I 
admire is the individuality of their 
bands. No US mimicry here and 
their sets contain variety, although 
again their acts change 
dramatically when they visit here 
because of the demand. The thing 
that strikes you as odd in Eire just 
as Mick Green says about the USA, 
is the amount of young people 
involved in the music. 


Although I agree with the criticism 
in his article of the specialist press, I 
feel he should have made 
suggestions for more specific 
criticism. For instance, is it fair that 
a national publication (“CMRU’) 
should produce seven pages or 
more of regional news, most of 
which is back slapping of one kind 
or another! Surely the ideal here 
would be to delete it from the paper 
altogether and do a region by 
region supplement; if, indeed, this 
news is necessary. 

Lastly, | am surprised that no talk 
has ever existed of a country radio 
station. As a lad I could only listen

to pop through Luxembourg and a 
couple of pirate stations — it 
eventually led to the improved 
situation we have today. What 
chance then has some enterprising 
soul setting up such a venture on 
country music — if their 
programmes can attract good 
audiences at obscure times and 
peak TV times surely a national 
twenty-four hour country radio is 
bound to take a trick?

HELLO again! Local favourite 
Frank Jennings has been into the 
recording studios for the first time 
in over five years. Re-united with 
Richard De-Sylva, his former 
producer in EMI/Columbia 
Records days, we await the new 
album with interest. It comes at a 
time when Frank celebrates his 
fifteenth year in the business, and 
will be support act on the Don 
Williams tour. 


‘I’ve gone for a very bright album,’ 
he told me. ‘Before we’ve gone into 
the studio to record singles, which 
have later been put on LP’s. This 


time though we’ve gone into the 
studio with the sole purpose of 
cutting an album, and I think we’ve 
achieved a well-balanced 
production as a result.” 


I’m always pleased to meet up with 
George Moody, but this was the 
first time I'd seen him since his 
line-up changes. Needless to say 
the new Country Squires are equal 
to those who have gone before. 
Geoff Eatwell (steel guitar) was 
very impressive and obviously 
enjoying his music. Robbie 
Hawkins on bass is a complete 
contrast to Mike’s former bass 
players but he has his own wicked 
sense of humour playing straight 
man and works well with George, 
visually as well as musically. Back 
on drums is Dave Allen, and 
together they produce a nice tight 
sound, 


Always one of the most respected 
bands on the British country 
scene — and George is instantly 
remembered when the subject of 
Britain’s top male vocalists is 
discussed. Although he’s going 
through a frustrated period at the 
moment trying to break the MOR

market with national distribution 
for a new record he has recorded, 
he freely admits, ‘My album of 
standard songs like ‘Crystal 
Chandaliers’ and ‘Best Friend’ still 
outsell my better ‘Dream Of Me’ LP 
by 7:1,’ proving yet again exactly 
what the problems are of breaking 
new material to Mr Average British 
country fan, who must have 
collected one hundred versions of 
‘Crystal Chandeliers’ by now! 
Perhaps George is a victim of his 
own making; as, unlike many of the 
other top acts now on the scene, 


George does give them plenty of the 
standard, but at least you hear 
good versions of those songs when 
George puts his vocal styling to 
them. 


Foster and Allen’s show crossed 
over well to a country/Irish/folk/ 
MOR audience, and when I caught 
them at Oxford’s Apollo and 
London’s Dominion they certainly 
didn’t disappoint. Well over 1,200 
at Oxford and nearing 2,000 at 
London proved their popularity. TR 
Dallas is winning himself plenty 
more fans too over in England, and 
Philomena Begley, 

were all well accepted for their sets. 
Poacher, now a four-piece, really 
pleased the Oxford crowd. 


When Patsy Powell said her final 
tearful goodbye’s to this area (three 
venues) in March; at Bicester she 
drew over 350 and Evesham 485 
were packed in tight with the doors 
being closed on over 60 unlucky 
fans who wanted to catch a glimpse 
of this long time British country 
queen. 


Meanwhile Charlie Moore of the 
Goodtimers has said that David Jay 


from Slough will be taking over as 
lead singer of the band from Patsy; 
and by the time you read this they 
should have a couple of gigs already 
under their belt. 


Congratulations to Midlands 
performer: Dave Sheriff on 
producing a nice single called 
‘Don’t Tell Me Lies’ on the Dapa 
label. He’s managed national 
distribution with PRT Records, and 
has a couple of TV appearances in 
the bag to promote the disc along 
with a radio tour. Dave, not 
surprisingly, played all the 
instruments on the record. 


Finally, the Compilations LP of 
British Country Music, promoted by 
White Trax Studios, is now in the 
recording stage. Volume 1 featured 
among others: Chris Dale Band, 
Maria O’Brien and Flicka, Van De 
Hoog’s Country Curative, 
Bromford County and Cripple 
Creek. The project is aimed mainly 
at semi-pro country bands, and 
Volume 2 is now being planned.

June she’s to be supported by some 
of our own regional talent, Howard 
Rainer (lead guitarist with the 
Gibsons), Alan Anderson 
(drummer ex-Tony James Band). 


@ | was recently impressed by 
Hamilton’s Power. Very tight 
musically with a first rate selection 
of material. 


@ Dorman Athletic Club 
(Middlesbrough) had a sell-out 
show for Billie Jo Spears. The same 
club are now to feature Joe Sun on 
3 May. 


@ Last month saw the Silver 
Wedding anniversary of Clevelands 
own Ken and Billie Ford so 
congratulations to them. This 
anniversary also coincided with 
their Silver Jubilee in 
entertainment. I caught up with Ken 
and Billie earlier in the month and 
they still put on a great show, 
constantly updating their material. 
Ken can be relied upon to drop in 
the odd comedy number and on this 
occasion it was. a real rib tickler, 
‘The Three Legged Man’. 


@ A band who rather disappointed 
at one gig last month was Ohio. 
Their sound was far too loud and 
the arrangements on several of the 
numbers they played left me cold, 
“Sylvia’s Mother’ in particular. It 
surprised me that a band who have 
such a great deal of ability could get 
up on stage and just blow it 
completely? 


@ Dillinger, the four-piece outfit 
from Bradford it seems are 
constantly getting into print in this 


mag: I caught up with them and 
they got off on the wrong foot by 
being over an hour late arriving at 
the gig. However, with that hurdle 
cleared they proceeded to provide a 
good nights entertainment, going 
on well over the time they would 
have normally finished. This band’s 
choice of material is good and they 
produce a very good sound but for 
me their stage presentation is still 
rather lacking, and on this gig they 
wasted an awful lot of time between 
numbers chatting about anything 
that took their fancy. I like humour 
from the stage but they could lose 
about 50% of the type of stuff they 
were using on this occasion. I hate 
to see any artiste smoking whilst in 
the middle of a set so if they leave 
that out along with the not brilliant 
harmonica playing then I’m sure 
their stage show will improve no 
end. Having written all that I must 
admit that they were more than 
warmly appreciated by this 
capacity crowd! 


@ More criticism, I managed to 
catch up with a regional band 


Southern Comfort. I had heard 
extemely good reports, but I was 
not over impressed. The band are 
fairly tight and obviously have got 
greater capabilities than they 
showed here; however, their vocal 
harmonies, of which there were 
many, were a long way from 
blending and their choice of 
material was disappointed. 


@ On the plus side they do havea 
more than capable lead guitar 
player and ‘little’ Mike Vicary (ex- 
Mustang) on drums, again these 
lads can no doubt be much better if 
they put more thought into both 
material and to who should be 
singing what harmonies.
